For some persons the Mississippi 
River is a world in itself All the 
vicissitudes of life— joy and sorrow, 
work and play, failure and success — 
begin and end there. A man map 
begin running the Mississippi U ■ 
"mud clerk," in time become the 
captain of a palatial steamboat ami 
finally the wealthy owner of a line 
of packets 

The name" mud clerk" originated 
iu the old days when it was one of 
the duties of this clerk to go ashore 
with his staff to measure the cords 
that wen- piled in the wood yards for 
fueling the steamer. .Since mud is 
as essential a consutin-iit of the 
Mississippi as water, he might well 
seem to be a native of both elements, 
truly amphibian, 

The pilot house Is a fine place in 
which to enjoy river scenery and is 
doubtless a storehouse of informa- 
tion, for the pilot knows every 
curve of the bank and every ripple 
of the current But, although you 
may climb the stairs and take a 
place on the seat that encircles tin- 
little glass house, there is no open 
sesame to the fund of knowlege that 
it contains In some instances tl 
is a placard that reads: " Do not talk 
to the pilot." The advice is 
unnecessary, for he will not reply. 

It is singular to observe the great 
i in ve of the river, which rises higher 
in the centre than Oil cither side 

The circumstance, w« have b 
told, ^characteristic©! deltaic rlvi 
but it Is difficult to understand why 
the Mississippi does not oveitlow its 
levees constantly instead of only dm 
ing the occasional Hoods. The 
levees, which are sometimes visible 
from the deck, suggest great con 
fidence on the put of the planters in- 
trenched behind them. You may 
see a group of substantial mansions. 
a church, a store, and perhaps a li- 
mousine or a phaeton gayly faring 
along the road — in short, you may 
see the nucleus of a riverside city. 
Sometimes the levee is invisible, 
since it Is a considerable distance in 
land; the low intervening space, 
impossible to protect because of Un- 
lay of the land, is abandoned to the 
will of the waters in flood times; no 
crops are ever raised on it. 

One of the most prominent officers 
of the river boat is the mate. He is 
usually a man of stalwart build with 
Imperious manners and a stern, red 
face He directs the roustabouts in 
the heavy labor of loading and un- 
loading. They are not attached to 
the l>oat as the deck hands are, but 
are vagrants picked up at random to 
serve merely for the trip. All are 
strangers to one another, and they 
have little or no esprit de crops. Oc- 
casionally differences that arise 
among them result in a serious fracas 
in which one may be Injured or even 
killed. 

The mate never looks for insubor- 
dination from the deck hands and 
other employees of the boat; they are 
too loyal to one another and to the 
offiers to give trouble They think 
that the captain is the finest man 
running the Mississippi; (hat the 
clerks are "the cleverest young 
fellers in the worl';" that the boat is 
the best steauut of its class afloat; 
that the mate is energetic and "cap- 
able fortrue;" ami that the fare is 
" (Hi tson the rivei " 

Notwithstanding such a spirit of 
amity, the mate's life is not a path 
of roses. The cotton, a most cum- 



brous cargo, is difficult to handle, ex- 
ceedingly valuable and constantly in 
danger of being damaged. Only the 
most strenuous muscular effort can 
ship it, and skill is required to move 
it from the high banks down the 
steep timber slide to the boiler deck. 
While the boat is loading the mate 
commands, exhorts, threatens and 
pleads at the top of his great voice. 

SIGHTS AND SOUNDS 

In the middle of the night, while 
the boat is steaming rapdidly down 
the river, with the wind blowing its 
dank breath along the guards, with 
the surge of the water sounding in the 
beat of the buckets of the great 
wheels and with the sibilanceof the 
glass pendants of the chandeliers 
shrill In the air, you may waken 
startled as a doleful cry, hollow and 
penetrating and strange, rises sud- 
denly. You are sure that something 
terrible is about to happen and rem- 
ember in a panic the disregarded 
life presever that is always placed 
close at hand Yet there are no run- 
ning footsteps, no screams, no man 
ifestations of fright on the part of 
other passengers. Presently the 
doleful cry rises again and echoes 
dismally along the reaches of the 
river But this time you hear the 
words, "Quarter less twain," the 
leadsman sings out. That is reassur- 
ing I You realize that the boat has 
been among the shallows and that the 
leadsman is taking soundings lest we 
go aground on a sand bar. "Mark 
twain 1" sings out the leadsman. The 
words signify deeper water. Since 
the pilot knows the currents of the 
Mississippi as well as he knows the 
lines in the palm of his hand there is 
no need to notice further the dismal 
waitings of the leadsmau. 

Sometimes quaint entertainers run 
the Mississippi. For the amusement 
of the passengers a sleight-of-hand 
artist will find rabbits in hats and 
pigeons in the workbags of timorous 
old ladies, who become more fluttered 
at the discovery than the poor birds 
themselves. On one occasion a 
gentleman, an eccentric old bachelor 
whose plantation was in the neigh- 
borhood and whose hospitaliy was 
almost a mania, invited the 
entertainer to his house. 

The fellow accepted the invitation 
and remained there for several 
weeks; and during his visit he in- 
structed his genial host in some of the 
mysteries of his art. Thereafte- 
the old gentleman was able to enliv 
cu ininy an occasion of festivity by 
proudly exhibiting his skill nt find- 
ing rabbits and birds in unexpected 
places. He became very gay and 
merry iu doiug it, but never divulg- 
ed the secret. 

Queer passengers sometimes board 
a Mississippi steamboat. One morn- 
ing a fine deerhound, all alone walk- 
ed soberly down the staging to the 
boiler deck. He remained on board 
several days and behaved, so the cap- 
tain said, "Like any othor gentle- 
man," except that he did not step up 
to the office to pay his passages 
Apparently he thought himself rath- 
er an important peronage, for when 
meals were served he placed himself, 
sitting upright, at the captain's 
elbow Though he disdained to beg, 
he affably ate the good food that 
was offered him. When the packet 
stopped at a small town he staidly 
walked along the staging though he 
was eminently capable of leaping or 
of swimming ashore. Because he 
was so fine an animal, the captain 
sent a man to follow him so that he 
should not become lost. His des- 
tfnatiou was the office of a lawyer, 
who received him as an old and valu- 
ed friend. It seemed that the dog 
belonged to one of the lawyer's 
acquaintances who lived several days' 
jouruey up the river and who had 
brought the dog down with him on 
a visit. 

The lawyer had greatly pampered 
the hound on that occasion, and now 
the animal evidently wanted to be 
pampered again. The packet proce- 
eded on its way. In the days that 
followed a number of steamboats 
passed ; but when the packet on which 
the dog had traveled again stopped 
at the landing on her return trip the 
dog reappeared, soberly traversed the 
staging and hoarded the steamre 
"like any other gentleman " Evid- 
ently he had waited for that special 
steamboat, hut how he distinguished 
it from the others that had passed is 
not clear. Thecaptaln said that the 
dog had read the name of the steamer, 
which was painted on the side. For 
a long time it was a standing; joke 



with him to demand delightedly of 
the owner payment for the "gentle- 
man's passage" and to upbraid him 
for permitting a member of his house- 
hold to "deadhead" the company. 

AN BLKPHAT ON BOARD 

Another animal that traveled on 
the Mississippi left a repuation for 
conduct that was less docile and 
dignified than the deerhound's. A 
circus train met with aji accident as 
it was about to be ferried across 
One of the wheels of the elephant's 
private car, so to speak, broke, and 
the animal had to be taken out. 
The rest of the circus cars went over 
on the rails of the feeryboat and left 
him standing with his attendants on 
the bank. Perhaps he would have 
given no trouble if he his special 
trainer — foor he was a performing 
elephant — had not found it necessary 
to accompany the caged animals to 
the other side. The elephant, which 
had a deep affection for the man, 
whimpered like a child when the 
ferryboat returned without him. 

The big animal permitted the 
other attendants to lead him upon 
the low deck; and a few minutes 
later, when it became evident that 
he was not so anxious as he was ill 
humored, one of the deck hands, 
thinking to reconcile him, gave him 
a bag of peanuts The elephant 
whirled the gift out into the river 
as far as he could throw it; then, 
obviously regretting his action, he 
whimpered again Presently he 
sought to consol i himself with mis- 
chief. He tried to pull up the rail- 
way track that was laid along the 
deck of the ferryboat ; but his atten- 
dants forced him to le«ve it undis- 
turbed. There was much indignant 
comment from the boat hands, and 
from the skipper, who declared that 
the circus company had no right to 
send its elephant virtually aloue on 
the ferryboat. 

" What, Roy ! Why Roy could 
travel from here to New York by 
his lone if you would give him a 
through ticket 1" exclaimed one of 
the loyal attendants. " You just 
ought to see him waltz " 

The skipper saw a worse thing 
than waltzing. The animal, a very 
intelligent specimen of his intelli- 
gent kind became interested in the 
sounds that issued from one of the 
wheelhouses, which are larger than 
the wheelhouses of ordinary steam- 
boats. As the wheels revolved their 
buckets smote the water wiih a 
gushing turmoil like the fall of a 
cataract. Roy laid his trunk upon 
the structure as if he were of a mind 
to tear the timbers and reveal what 
was so exuberantly noisy within 

The skipper was in a panic 
"Stop him I Head him off I" he 
shouted. " He'll send us all to the 
bottom — two hundred feet down 
just here 1" 

One of the circus employees ran 
to the prow of the ferryboat. He 
could barely distinguish the trainer 
among the groups that were stand- 
ing on the opposite shore With a 
succession of discordant catcalls he 
attracted the trainer's attention. 
The distance was too great for the 
tsainer to discern the nature of the 
difficuly, but, being intimately ac- 
quainted with Roy's infirmity of 
temper, he guessed the cause of the 
commotion A peculiar beguiling 
whistle came drifting across the 
water The elephant immediately 
lost interest in the noisy wheel and 
walked to the prow of the craft, 
where he stood whimpering and 
trumpeting, then listening to the 
responsive whistle.

Unruly beings on a Mississippi 



River packet are dealt with in a 



more summary manner than animals 
are. The captain is an autocrat, 
literally the monarch of all he sur- 
veys. A passenger who fails to 
comply with the regulations of the 
boat is forced not to walk the plank 
as in the old piratical days, but to 
walk the landing stage. Regardless 
of his destination, an offender must 
leave the boat at any place that the 
captain thinks is appropriate, wheth- 
er slough, forest or canebrake. The 
punishment is designed to fit the 
crime and is in accordance with the 
"wild justice" of the Mississippi 
River. The rules are strict in the 
case of gambling, an offense that is 
more frequent than any other. In 
the old days gambling for high 
stakes was common on the Missis- 
sippi steamboats, and fortunes were 
won and lost without causing a 
ripple of astonishment. Now the 
slightrst infringement is drastically 
punished. 

The distinctions of class among 
craft are abvious on the Mississippi. 
Rafts, fUtboats and all craft propel- 
led with sweeps seem humble in 
contrast with the glittering white 
packets, which tower in the air and 
pour from their chimmeys clouds of 
black smoke that suggest the elabo- 
rate machinery of their motive power 
and the completeness of their equip- 
ment. Doubtless the crews of the 
humblers craft resent the airs and 
garces of the packets; at any rate 
they maintain the legend that the 
big boats would run them down if 
they did not speedily clear the way 
at their majestic approach. 

A large dog that used to sit iu 
front of the tunny little cabin on 
the deck of a flatboat always barked 
furiously at every packet that passed. 
Evidently in his surel clamor he ex- 
pressed everything that a socialist 
could urge; yet there was a kindlier 
side to his nature. He was the 
special guide, philosopher and friend 
of a small red-haired infant who sat 
beside him, also looking at the 
packet. Now and then th<» dog 
would pause in his vociferations and 
chrusting out a long, pink tongue, 
affectionately lick the head of his 
little charge, whose scanty hair was 
plastered tight in spots and stood 
almost straight up elsewhere — a 
coiffure of doubtful beauty. 

While the little fellow played con- 
tentedly with the end of a rope he 
would look up intently at his canine 
friend, doubtless admiring the two 
great rows of white teeth — he him- 
self had only empty gums — and the 
four strong, nimble paws — his rosy 
bare feet were as yet incapable of 
walking. He seemed to thiuk that 
the dog was the most delightfully 
eudowed personality in the world. 
The sound of a fiddle always came 
from the boat; a boy of twelve or 
fourteen years sat on a coil of rope 
and sawed away at his instrument, 
pausing only to rub the bow with 
rosin. And still the dog barked his 
resentful fury at the big packet, 
which towered above them But it 
might seem that the dissatisfaction 
of the socialist was a bit illogical. 
So long as comfort and affection 
and mutual admiration and music 
existed on the flatboat, what did it 
matter that the packet was bigger 
and finer and stood higher in the 
world ? 

There is a spirit of great geniality 
and harmony between the personnel 
of the steamers and the riverside 
population, and the advent of a boat 
is hailed with manifestations of plea- 
sure — except indeed in times of high 
water, for then waves from the wheels 
of a passing steamer may dash over 
the summit of a levee and cause a 
crevasse that would inundat half 
the country. 

A feeling of prosperity and cheer- 
fulness pervades the atmosphere 
aboard a Mississippi River steam- 
boat. The officers are genial; the 
servants are eagerly efficient ; the 
passengrs are agreeable; and sounds 
•of jocund mirth and of horseplav 
come up from the boiler deck when 
there is no work to do. Occassion- 
al!? you hear the thrumming of a 
banjo. 

A custom that now has somewhat 
fallen into disue was the gathering 
of the deck hands the roustabouts 
on the boiler deck to sing in chorus 
when the boat was coming Into port; 
their resounding melodies would fill 
the air like the tones of some great 
organ. Sometimes the words of 
their ditties were quaint and amus- 
ing, as in this one : 

He big blue cat twin up de ribber, 
De buffalo fish swim down. 



He hyster he be might shy ; 
He stay in his shell, an' he lock de 
door, 
Fur de fryin' pan am hot fur sure, 
De fryin' pan might hot — oho ! 
De fryin' pan might hot. 

The lights of the city gleam 
white in the purple dusk like a con- 
stellation fallen to earth. The 
pilot's bell jangles sharply in the 
mist of the melody, and the boat 
swings to and fro, heading for her 
accustomed place at the wharf. 
Shadowy land craft — automobiles, 
carriages, baggage wagons and 
motor trucks — crowd the bank. 
The voyage is ended. — Youth's Com- 
panion.

After a lifetime spent in bringing 
electrical power into the service of 
the shop and the household whatever 
Mr. Charles A. Coffin, formerly 
president of the General Electric 
Company, has to say on that subject 
is worthy of attention. He believes 
of course that we are only entering 
the electrical age, and that we shall 
eventually do all our manufacturing, 
lighting, traveling cooking and 
housework by electricity. Indeed 
everyone who is interested iu elec- 
trical research believes that. 

But he has something equally in- 
teresting and less familiar to say 
about the social effects that electric 
power will produce in the future. 
Electricity, he says, made the great 
city. Without its aid in transporta- 
tion, lighting and manufacturing, 
such great industrial centres as we 
now have would be impossiable. 
But now he believes that electricity 
is going to reverse the process and 
decentralize commerce and populat- 
ion Electric power can be sen; 
cheaply and efficiently wherever it is 
wanted. The next step in industry- 
says Mr. Coffin, is the small, electi'r 
cally operated factory in the place 
where raw materials are found. 
That will save transporting both coal 
and materials. People will go back 
to the country because life there is 
pleasauter aud more wholesome, and 
because electricity is making it possi- 
ble to bring to the farms and to the 
villages all the comforts and the cul- 
ture of the cities 

Our cities have become overgrown 
and hideous We can soon get all 
of their advantages in the country 
without the inconvenience of crowd 
ed street cars, high rents and inade 
ate living quarters, strikes, unemp- 
loyment aud crime. 

Those are cheerful prognostica- 
tions; they teud to relieve the minds 
of people who have been worrying 
over the difficult problems that our 
endlessly expanding cities present. 
Any influence that can bring indu 
closer together

When the "School for Deaf-Mutes 
in the Arts and Trades" was estab 
lished, many were asking them 
selves: What is it for ? What no- 
velty is this ? A new expense to 
public instruction when the employ- 
es of that branch are importuning 
and petitioning for an increase of 
salary ? Those who were assuring 
us that it was a good thing, were 
not at fault. Yet, today, after the 
School has been in operation for a 
month and more, it is not well 
known because of ignorance, on the 
part of some and laziness on the 
part of others; yet the little atten- 
tion it has received has set iu mo- 
tion the establishment of the school, 
and few are they who enter the hali 
where a group of pupils, some of 
them already grammar school stu- 
dents, are earnestly resolved to pene- 
trate the world of mimicry, already 
writing or signing and spelling with 
their hands in order to make them 
selves understood by those to whom 
they were speaking such distinct 
idioms. What trials and what 
griefs for those poor souls shut in a 
lonely world from the family, which 
could understand them! Sentiment, 
emotion, all that affects the deaf 
mute's system in the form of pain or 
pleasure, was remaining chained up 
iu his conscience without power to 
express his joys or sorrows. Per- 
haps the mother with that gift 
which God has given her, sometimes 
sympathized with him in his sor- 
rows. But should not other persons 
understand the deaf-mute also ? 
Sometimes there are some shocking 
things in nature; a youth physically 
fit for everything, lacks two senses. 
He can make hardly anything 
but a guttural sound, so badly ex- 
pressed that it seems like the gruut 
of a savage beast. The other win 
dow of the soul, through which 
enters the sweet word and which 
produces dismay, the music that 
gladdens or saddens, the sound that 
lulls or which startles, that we say 
is walled up forever. The eyes and 
hands, sight and touch, remain to 
replace hearing and speech, if not 
with advantage, at least as a kind of 
substitute. Thus it is being de- 
monstrated in the School of Arts 
aud Trades, where by the initiative 
of the competent educator, Mr. M. 
Lasso de Vega, there has been open- 
ed, not many days ago, the Section 
of Deaf-Mutes, under the direction 
of Prof. Benjamin de Castro. 

The methods, which the teacher 
uses in order to make himself under- 
stood by his pupils, and the way in 
which they show that they have 
understood, is indeed interesting. 
The teaching of a new word to those

For example, I saw Mr. Lasso 
show an object, a watch; he asked 
the pupils the name of it by means 
of mimicry (signs or gestures?) No 
one knew; then he wrote on the 
board the word which designates it, 
and showed them other objects of 
different shapes and sizes After 
showing them different kinds of 
objects, he agaiu questioned them 
and sent one to the board, and he (a 
pupil) wrote the name of the objtct. 
The pupils perform exercises in 
addition and subtraction with suffi- 
cient rapidity and perform opera- 
tions of equal size in multiplication. 
In short, these and other very in- 
teresting exercises, which the public 
ought to know about, have moved 
me to write these lines in order that 
the reader, lovlug progress, may 
make beneficent propaganda for this 
school, which well deserves it. 

Worthy of felicitation is Miss 
Maria Recuero, who initiated the 
government in the idea of establish- 
ing this section in our Republic, and 
to the same administration for the 
interest which it showed in putting 
the idea iuto practice.

The real founder of the N. A. D. 
—one ot the greatest of the few 
great war-horses left us has sung his 
swan-song in Chicago and bidden 
our bustling metropolis a long adieu 
Robert MacGregor, aged 74, of 
Columbus, Ohio, delivered an ex- 
cellent address on "Susperstition" 
before a fine crowd at the Silent A. 
C. , February 24th. Next day he 
delivered a sermon at All Angel's 
Church. In all he spent five days 
with old Ohio friends — principally 
the Flick's, Craig's and Robert's — 
departing March first 

MacGregor — famed as the inventor 
of many standard signs of today, 
•nd long acknowledged the leading 
light In the Nad fight on pure oral- 
ism — is still able to hold his own in 
sign-slinging, although not the fiery, 
flashing, rapier-blade of yore. The 
old war-horse no longer snorts and 
paws the turf in impassioned wrath. 
His eye Is keen, but no longer blaz 
ing. In the language of the boxing 
ring, he is " a great guy, burnt out." 
M.iGregor is an A.B. , Gallaudet 
College 1872, (only one older class 
has living graduates — '70) He 
founded the Gallaudet Day School 
in St. Louis about 46 years ago, 
served as head of it for one year, but 
did not like the job, so looked 
around and picked James H. Cloud 
to take his place — a position Cloud 
held ever since, up to last summer 
Was principal at various times of 
the Cincinnati Day School, and the 
Colorado State school. Teacher in 
the Ohio Stsle School at Columbus 
for 38 years, being shoved out on a 
meager pension in 1921, along with 
Petterson and Greener. 

Out of all those deathless names 
credited with founding the National 
Association of the deaf, MacGregor's 
probably should lead all the rest, as 
he issued the official call for 'he first 
organization meeting. 

"I was young in those days," he 
says; "and big-headed. Hodgson's 
Journal had long been carrying 
articles on the advisibility of a na- 
tional organization. Someone had 
to start things, so I hunted and hired 
a cheap hall in Cinciunati, paid for 
it from my own pocket, then sent 
Hodsgon of the Journal a formai 
call for a convention. That's all 
there was to it Things took care 
of themselves thereafter. Nothing 
to brag about " And the grizzled 
old veteran treats as a matter-of- 
course tbe greatest deed of an event 
ful lifetime.

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Tlie Stale is jusily famous lor its 
paved highways, covering practical- 
ly the entire region, but as I have 
written before, the north part out* 
side tbe ureal central valley wiih us 
Pacific Highway is still on paved, 

and ye to be ha'd ~m laeid The 
Slate is, howevei, relOCUtlug, re- 
garding and improving Hie primi- 
tive trails anil roads, near Ban 
Francisco go< d roa 8 rodiite in all 
directions, still the worsi road I 
have walked over ir, south of San 
FratrelsOO, and north ol Bant A Bar- 
bara. I rode over it on a big load- 
ed truck, and while the scenery is 
impressive i-noti _h, I wondered more 
at the nerve of Ihe driver. The 
truck did skid and slide soineof Ihe 
way. As I looked down into tbe 
depths of the valley of Hie shallow 
of death (I am do good nt quoting 
but will let this piss). I was 
plumb scared. The driver pointed 
at the sc-nery in admiration, con- 
taining to look at it in disregard of 
the narrow and crooked trail. The 
trucks are destroying the paved 
and haid surfaced road and cutting 
up the dirt roads, yet they are the 
only and essential means of quick 
and cheap transportation in sec 
lions not served by rail or boat 
The load limit on four wheels is 
30,000 pounds, I believe, and as 
the liucks ate wide bodied, Ihey 
have to keep close to the side with 
the consequent damage to the 
edges. The paved roads are not 
very old, lull li.ey are dtsentegiat 
iug undei the constant hammering 
of Ihe haltons and edges of the 
pavement by Ihe heavy trucks. 
The remedy seems to be, a thicker 
pavement (10 to 12 inches leinfurc 
ed both way) a lower speed limit 
and no solid lire allowed to weai 
down to one inch ol the Hangs. 
The trucks and bOseM with four 
wheels in front and in rear are the 
least damaging, safest and easiest 
to drive The future heavy motor 
vehicles freight or passenger will 
have front and rear trucks of four 
wheels, all braked, all Ihe front 
Mc.niig arid all the rear driving, 
with overflies Hies. 

Some, nlalives of Iluivcy and 
John Stoillei (Sloddler), of Ohio, 
moved t,o California soon sftei tbe 
Colon) bias Ei position in Obfeago 
in 1893. I tried to locale them, but 
was not crt aiu ol the spelling of 
one name and of the wording of 
another However, I found some 
had local. (I in Kdna, San Luis, 
Otiifpo Couniy, but after a decade 
had moved to Modesta, I have hopes 
Of finally locating them some time. 
I have often written that the 
Slate holds no encouragement to the 
poor man. I have advised against 
coming here with little money, no 
skilled ability, no relatives or 
ft leads, yet and hot. There is a 
family from Canada in Santa 
Barbara by the name of Bradsbaw, 
which iliustraliH what pluck and 
perseverance can do. Farming Oil 
Eastatchewau yichb-d ihem a meag 
er living, very often less, moving 
down to this State, with labor over 
atiundhut and work scarce, they 
have managed to pull through with 
piospects bright in the future. 

A city bred man, with no know 
ledge of /'aiming, yet may make a 
success on a farm, where he is wil 
ling to learn to wait and to use his 
muscle and to sweat. James Martin 
Park, af'er giadualing from Gal 
latidet College in 1875, and teach- 
ing in the ObiO Stale School for the 
Deaf till 1882, cair.e to Santa Bar- 
bara County, while it was a wild 
counlry without rail comiiiunica 
tion He was the Mist deaf argon 
ant to cross Ihe Rockies from the 
t srid to stick it out. He 
lionght forty acres and started in 
horticulture with deciduous trees. 
He had to start from the very 
ground, and for years, he barely 
managed to make ends meet. He 
had a family to look after besides 
the care of his aged presents, Mr. 
and Mrs I'luuib Park. He used 
his eyes and brains, aud concluded 
thai lemon and orange raising paid 
better He was the pioneer big 
citrus grower in Santa Barbara 
County. He had to learn a new 
business over again. He managed 
to gei just past for years. Tbe 
only market was San Francisco, 
and by ocean boat, But the re- 
turns were beilei than from decidu 
011s fruits. However, he got into 
the dumps and decided to let Hie 
rruits hang on the trees, as not 
worth picking. The manager of 
the local packing plant succeeded 
in dissuading him from his despair 
and persuaded him to pick. When 
the first month's check came for 
his lemons, his eyes bulged, his 
brains got foggy and whirling, 
could ii be true? It guaranteed 
him again"! starvation. He surviv- 
ed the shock, and when the next 
months chi cks read about, Ihe asms 
amount, he lenlizeil, he had arrived, 
was on his feel and began to live. 
Since that lurn for the belter, he 
has kept ahead of the game. 
Settlement has enhanced (be value 
of hi- property from ♦l.OOO per acre 
for ten acres which he solo, till now 
he is afraid to ask $5,000 an acre 
for fear his offers will be snapped 
up in the wink of an eye. He now 
Ins thirty one acres — figure out the 
value yourself. K"inember, the 
net income fiom about, twenty five 
m in pioducing lemon trees is 
enough to keep him la easy cinum 
siancM. And he has invested his 
money wisely in solid interest-earn 
iug seculties on propeiiies. He is 



now 71 yenrs ol 1, still at work and 
Buib inking with fruit. He has 
grafted cherries on apple trees. He 
travels in his leisure and enjoys 
life. He has a probability and 
expectancy of ninety years, and is 
constantly improving his pace. 
He was Hie pioneer citrus grower to 
praotioe green manuring and cover 
cropping. He was the first dry 
farmer in the business. Clean 
Cultivation was the universal 
Standby. Janus M. Park, obser- 
vtnt (which means using eyes and 
brains in eo-ordinalion, or seeing 
and thinking and slndying) gtew 
covei crops during the winter or 
rainy season, plowing under 4he re 
siiltani green growth bj' spring, 
and borrow log and cultivating to 
keep a dust mulch four or Ave 
inches in preventing evaporation of 
moisture from the sub soil, to the 
next rainy season. In the dry sea- 
son he irrigated from a spring and 
reservoir of his own construction. 
He did all his own engineering 
work' with a sou to help. He laid 
all the pipes and did all the plumb- 
ing. In recent years the water ta- 
ble oi level has been lowered and 
lie has had DO water over the worst 
months But constant cultivation 
in maintaining a dust mulch to stop 
evaporation, has kept, his trees 
green and bearing. Howevor, he 
has Uad a well dug, a turbine pump 
installed and in the future he will 
have enough water for all purposes 
He has sprayed and fumigated and 
colonized in trees with beneficial in- 
sects. Hut tbe Argentine ant has 
arrived, has been driving away the 
beneficial insects that devoured the 
harmful insects, and has aided in 
reinfecting his trees with scale. He 
will have either to again spray, and 
fumiimte or import some enemy of 
the Argentine ant. James M. Park 
is a real self-made man, but happily 
unlike others of the self important 
class, not self opionated, he is 
ever willing to learn and to work. 
He is still young in mind and bodj 
if not in years. What he has done, 
you all can do. Persevere, observe, 
learn, work, sweat and save. Save 
and have. 

I have been working on his ranch, 
prosing the trees. But fear of ray 
murdering his beloved lemon trees 
through gioss ignorance, has 
prompted him to tranfer me to 
hoeing. Decidedly pruning on 
cilius growing is different from 
pinning in dCOldoOUC fruit raising. 
Lemons are picked, of a certain 
siz«j and green, every month in the 
year. • 

My slay has been pleasant nnd 
entertaining Having been in Ihe 
Ohio School, while ho was on Ihe 
teaching force, and having been in 
Gallaudet College some time, the 
Parks made me welcome. In spite 
of my looking worse than a scarft- 
crow, according to Mrs. Park, I 
modestly disagree and opine that 
scarecrow are beneficial and es 
senlial. Mis Park may disdain to 
take me out to hei friends, but 
travel has taught me to be 
hiimole, and I am willin', any time. 
To A B G — Come out In the 
winter time It is no winter any 
way. I have been sweating and 
working in my shirt sleeves 
Everything is green and blooming. 
Tbe perfume from tbe lemon bios 
soma is overpowering. When sum- 
mers comes everything burns and 
wilts, if uot Irrigated.

March 3, 1923— Mrs Helen Van- 
derveer, who was stricken with 
paralysis last Saturday morning, 
lingered until Monday evening, 
wheu death came to hei relief. 
Her passing away caused genuine 
soriow, for she was liked by all con 
nected with the Home for her 
kindly and motherly spirit. 

Her maiden name as kept in 
tbe Institution record was Helen 
Cumtniiigs, and she entered the 
school in 1846, at the age of ten, 
and remaining anil leving four 
years later. She was married to 
Marion Vanderveer, who left the 
school lu 1857. We do not know 
the date of the weddiug, nor if any 
childien were born to the union, 
nor where they made their home. 
She was a widow when she came to 
Columbus, in the early nineties, 
and woiked for the family of Dr. 
Patterson until Juue, 1898, when 
she became a resident of the Home. 
At the time of death, she WES in 
her 87th year, and was among the 
first to be admitted to the Home, 
after it was opened in 1896 Her 
death is the third that occurred 
during February. 

Rev. C W. Charles conducted 
the funeral service, and the re- 
mains were laid away in the Home 
lot of Ceutral College Cemetery. 

Tbe Cincinnati Enquirer of tiie 
26th ult, had this account of the 
Cincinnati Division, N. F. S. D., 
banquet last Saturday evening : 

Usually a dinner is accompanied 
by a olattei of tongues — a lodge 
banquet in panicular is cairied on 
to sounds of voices and laughter 

Yet the dinnei held in the Burnet 
House Saturday night progressed in 
silence— but it was a silence in 
which speeches were made, ideas 
Interchanged, and songs snugs— or 
perhaps the word "signed" should 
be used instead of "sung " 

For the program of the dinnei of 
the National Fraternal Society; for 
the Deaf was carried on entirely in 
the manual (sign) language, except 
when Wylie Ross, toastmaster, 
interpreted in the speaking voice 
for the benefit ef the five or six 
hearing persons piesent. 

It was an unusual sight, this 
room lighted and decorated, yet 
empty of speech — impressive ho 
cause a few generations ago the 100 
or so poisons present would have 
been shut off from the world — the 

doors of communication oloaed even 
between each other. To-day the 
average deaf man or woman, pal 
ticularly the one born deaf, does 
not regard himself as a person 
afllicted. The barrier between him 
self and his fellow man is some 
what like that ot the foreigner who 
speaks a diffeient language, and 
even Ibis barrier is being bn ken 
down with constantly increasing 
number of deaf who read the lips 
and employ speech 

But the program Saturday night 
was earried through entirely iii the 
sign language. 

Wheu the human baud performs 
mechanical outies it is a woodeiful 
thing. When it moves over t he keys 
of the piano, extracting lotrlOAte 
melodies, when it draws the bow 
over strings of the violin — but when 
It, without a sound, throws words 
out into the air, songs and poems 
and Speeches, it becomes even more 
marvelous 

The speakers Saturday night were 
Samuel Taylor, W. II Hoy, who 
years ago was a ball playei with the 
Cincinnati R> ds, Chicago America) s 
and Washington Americans; Rev. 
W Charles and Mrs William Hoy. 
Rev. Albert Watteis signed the 
benediction. 

All of them employed the sign 
language, and to the watcher it was 
evident that there are as many dtf 
Cerent types of sign as there are 
voices There are those who sign 
vigorously and conspicuously, those 
who sign lightly and gracefully and 
those who sign with S dishing em 
phasis. Sometimes the signs be 

come almost a pantomime In ex 

pressive powers, which one uu 
acipiaated with the maim il langu- 
age can catch. 

Anil the audience was as quick 
to respond as a heating audience— 
with a laugh or a nod of OOrtPObor 
ation. The singing of a hymn is as 
different from that of « speech as 
tbe speaking voice is difierent from 
the singing voice. 'There were two 
songs signed at the dinner-" Star 
Spangled Banner," by Miss Eliza 
belli Swisher, and " Keep the Home 
Fires Burning," by Mrs. William 
E Hoy. 'The Hong is signed in per 
feci rhthyni ami with a gtacc, preol 
sion and length of gesture not used 

in ordinary speech, 

'The society was founded about 
M years ago by a number of deal 
sltideats in Michiagan, because ftl 
that time they were barred from 
insuance companies. It includes 
men of virtually ever] profession, 
except railroad work, and is one of 
the many organisations now spring 
ing up which make the life of the 
deaf man more like that of the 
hearing num.
